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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Although element 
"9" is illustrated in Figure 3, it is not identified or discussed in the Specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Houston et al. 
Houston et al teach a decentered lens for eyewear wherein the optical center of a lens is located 
near the upper rim of the lens (Figure 1 1 A) as claimed in independent claim 1 . However, 
Houston et al fails to teach the optical center being within a range of 2mm above or below the 
upper rim of the lens as claimed, but does teach that the centerline of the lens may or may not 
pass through the lens (column 2, lines 49-50). Houston et al also illustrates the optical centerline 
(Figure 1 1 A) such that it would be apparent to one of ordinary skill in the art that the optical 
center line (Figure 1 1 A, element 132) to be within the 2mm range of the lens rim (Figure 1 1 A, 
element 152) as claimed in the instant invention. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one

of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the lens of Houston et al 
with an optical centerline within the design requirements to reduce optical distortion.
